“TI have handled some big cases that re- 
quired a heavy expenditure of money for 


expert testimony. I refer to cases like those 


ot ‘Al’ Adams, the ‘Metropolitan merger, 
the Hageman case, the Park Avenue ex- 
plosion, the ‘New York Central tunnel 
wreck, and an unusual number of homicide 
cases where the defendants entered pleas 
of insanity, and which required the testi- 
mony of experts. . Then there have been 
raids and prosecutions of police officials. 

‘ During the present year the board read- 
justed the salaries of my. assistants, but 
only allowed me the same amount as before 
—$158,000. As I cannot reduce the salaries 
it will be necessary for me to dispense with 
the services of at least one assistant. That 
is not to my liking, for I have plenty of 
work mapped out and I need the services of 
all of my assistants.

EXPLAINING DEFEAT. 

Fusion prophets reproached for their 
failure to foresee. the magnificent tri- 
umph of Tammany may present.the suf- 
ficient excuse that Satan had declined to 
honor them with his confidence, Fore- 
sight of a great ‘community's intention 
to take such a backward step can be de- 
manded of no good’ man. It depended 
on too many things with which it would 
huve been almost sinful for him to be ac- 
quainted. But some wisdom after the 
event is properly expected. 

It is not wisdom after the event to say, 
as has been said, that if an independent 
Democrat had been. nominated in the 
place of Mayor Low he would have been 
elected. There is not thn slightest ground 
for that assertion. Mr. Low was doubt- 
lese the strongest candidate who could 
have been named by the Fusion forces. 
An independent Democrat would have

JEKYLL AND HYDE. 

One reading, or, after a long intérval, 
rereading Sruvanson's weird tale, “ The 
Strange Story of Dr. Jekyll! and Mr. 
Hyde,” with the results of Tuesday's 
election before him, would need no unh- 
usual elasticity of imagination to fancy 
that it is an allegory, and that it was in- 
tended to illustrate the proneness of com- 
munities made up of diverse and some- 
what heterogeneous elements to oscillate 
between virtue and vice, between eager- 
ness for reform and equal eagerness to 
relapse Into a conditioh which quickly 
becomes intolerable, for the reason that 
vice, after all, is really the most unsat- 
isfactory of human experiences. It can- 
mot be denied, however, that it has te 
allurements. 

Two years ago New York went wild 
with apparent deliglt over the downfall 
of Tammany and the promise of a clean 
and honest government. ‘Our streets 
took on the aspect of an impromptu car- 
nival, and the stranger within our gates 
would have been warranted in thinking 
that in the triumph of civio virtue over 
the organized forcés of corruption the 
people of New York found cause for re- 
joicing as they «might in the news of 4 
great victory over a public enemy. What 
would he have thought on Tuesday night, 
when another impromptu carnival her- 
alded the return of Tammany to power 
and the upbuilding work of the past two 
years was brushed aside as if it was 
merely a structure wrought in sand at 
low tide by children playing on the 
shore? 

Perhaps he would have thought that 
the celebration was of a very different 
kind from; that of two years ago; that 
the right-minded, virtuous citizens had 
retired to their homes to mourn, and 
that the underworld had beiched forth’ its 
multitude of the lawless and débased to 


‘celebrate the inauguration of Another 


saturnalia. But in this he would have 
been mistaken.

The tension of a local 
canvass was over; those who liked the 
result’ were elated; those who did not, 
forgot their fears in the excitement of the 
moment and tooted their:horns as loudly 
as the others. Obviously, as in 1901, the 
result reached was what a majority of 
those who care enough for their civic re- 
sponsibilities to vote wanted and were 
prepared to celebrate. 

Probably .we must accept the unwel- 
come fact that in a community like that 


of New York we have the dual character 


of Dr. Jekyll a@nd' Mr. Hyde. It wants 
reform when the conditions have become 
intolerable, but wearies of it quickly 
and reverts to vice-as @ relaxation. For- 
tunately there always remains a contin- 
gent of good citizens who do not forget 
and are not misled.

A WHIRLPOOL OF TRAFFIC, 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

The frightful condition of that vortex of 
New York—the intersecting lines of travel 
on Broadway, Sixth Avenue, Thirty-fourth 
Street, and Thirty-third Street—has become 
a terrible peril to the multitudes who daily 
have to cross and recross anywhere in the 
area of this whirlpool of an overloaded met~- 
ropolitan transportation. I have seen seyv- 
eral ‘serious accidents (and they occur every 
day) at this danger point, and have myself 
been go often exposed to being knocked 
down, run over, trampled upon, or crushed 
to death by the whirling masses of flying 
trucks, vans, pushcarts, automobiles, auto 
cars, trams, trolley cars, bicycles, express 
wagons, and the. collisions between any 
and all of these, that I have considered my 
ways in order to insure my future aafety in 
crossing between any two points. of this in-
